UNDRAMATIC FINISH TO ROUTINE LOWER LEVEL UDEAC DISCUSSIONS. 
PESIDENT BONGO USED SESSIONS TO PUBLICIZE HIS DISSATIS- 
FACTION WITH UNEQUAL VOTING RIGHTS IN BANK OF CENTRAL AFRICAN 
STATES. END SUMMARY. 

2. CHIEFS OF UDEAC STATES (PRESIDENTS BONGO OF GABON, 

AHIDIO OF CAMEROONS, BOKASSA OF CAR AD N’GOUABI OF CONGO) 

MET IN LIBREVILLE DECEMBER 22-23 TO CAP PREVIOUS LOWER 
LEVEL DELIBERATIONS CARRIED ON SINCE DECEMBER 11. 
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3. ADDRESSING OPENING SESSION, BO GO PAID EXPECTED 
HOMAGE *0 UDEAC'S PAST ACHIEVEMENTS AND EXPRESSED H* E 
FOR ORGANIZATIONS "SECOND GREAT STAGE" WHICH WOULD SEE 
FURTHERING OF INDUSTRIAL COOPERATION AND REGIONAL 
INTEGRATION. HE CITED CREATION OF CENTRAL BANK OF 
CENTRAL AFRICAN STATES AS ONE OF UDEAC'S MOST IMPORTANT 
ACCOMPLISHMENTS BUT POINTD OUT NEED TO ADAPT BANK'S 
STRUCTURE TO PRESENT NEEDS. LATTER WAS ALLUSION TO 
CURRENT DISPARITY IN VOTING POWER AMONG MEMBERS STATES 
OF BANK. WE ASSUME BONGO USED CORRIDOR CONVERSATIONS 
TO PUSH FOR REVISION OF BANK'S CHARTER T GIVE GABON 
VOTING PARITY WITH CAMEROON. SUMMING UP, BONGO DESCRIBED 
UDEAC'S ACCOMPLISHEMENTS IN CUSTOMS FIELD AS WHOLLY 
FAVORABLE BUT LESS SO IN MATTER OF ECONOMIC UNION.

DECEMBER 23 BY UDEAC SECGEN PIERRE TCHANQUE LISTED 
FOLLOWING MAJOR ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF SUMMIT: EQUALIZATION 
OF TAXES OF COMPANIES. PROVISION FOR INCREASED AGRICULTURAL 
COOPERATION; AGREEMENT ON 1974 UDEACB UDGET ; GREATER 
STANDARDIZATION IN POSTS AND TELECOMMUNICATIONS. TCHANGUE 
(REAPPOINTED AS SECGEN FOR ADDITIONAL THREE YEARS) WAS 
CHARGED WITH "STUDIES" IN THE FOLLOWING AREAS: ESTABLISHING

OF CENTRAL AFRICAN BANK. 

5. THOUGH BONGO'S ROLE IN CONFERENCE RECEIVED HEAVIEST 
PLAY IN LOCAL MEDIA, AHIDJO QUOTED AS MAKING PITCH FOR 
CLOSING RANKS; COMBINING POTENTIALITIES. IDEAS. 

EXPERIENCE TO "PROMOTE OUR DEVELOPMENT AND PRESRVE OUR 
INDEPENDENCE." N'GOUBI REPORTEDLY TOSSED BONGO BOUQUET 
FOR FINDING SOLUTION TO CERTAIN (UNNAMED) "VERY DELICATE 
QUESTIONS." 

6. COMMENT: THEREHAS BEEN A BIRTH OF COMMENTARY ON 
UDEAC MEETINGS FROMBOTH OUR GABONESE AND FRENCH SOURCES. 
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IN BRIEF ASIDES FRENCH HAVE PLAYED UP ROUTINE ASPECTS 
OF TALKS AND ARE OBVIOUSLY ANNOYED WITH BONGO S INJECTION 
OF CENTRAL AFRICAN BANK VOTING RIGHTS INTO MEETINGS. FROM 
ALL APPEARANCESLATEST UDEAC CONFERENCE WAS LACKLUSTER 
AFFAIR WHICH CONTRIBUTED LITTLE TO INCREASING 
STRENGTH OF ORGANIZATION.
